DETAILED ACTION 

This is the seventh office action for U.S. Application 09/902,023 for a Method For 
Constructing a Multi-Story Building filed by Mawby on July 10, 2001. Claims 2, 4, and 
14-24 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 4, and 14-24 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art does not disclose a structure with a main horizontal 
axis and perimeter, wherein the structure has a substructure with a drive aisle and 
plurality of parking spaces with a plurality of parallel, adjacent, poured-in-place tunnels 
extending from the main axis to the perimeter, wherein the tunnels have walls with a 
first length, and the drive aisle openings in first tunnel walls are wider than the drive 
aisle openings in other tunnel walls and wide enough to span a parking space that is 
perpendicular to the drive aisle in addition to the drive aisle, wherein there is a plurality 
of second tunnel walls with a second length, a plurality of third tunnel walls vertically 
aligned with the first tunnel walls and having a third length, a plurality of fourth tunnel 
walls vertically aligned with the second tunnel walls and having a fourth length, and a 
superstructure with a plurality of parallel, adjacent, poured in place tunnels having walls 
that are each vertically aligned with one of the first and second tunnel walls.
